To Save Historic Church 


PLACE 
W HERE 
WASHINGTON 
WORSHIPPED. 


Historic Meeting House Made Sacred 
by Memories of 
Distinguished 
Americans 
to 
Be 
Pre­ 
served. 


There is increasing disposition on 
the part of patriotic Americans to pre­ 
serve historic buildings and places, 
and mark them 
with suitable 
me­ 
morial tablets, or turn them into mu­ 
seums and parks. 
It is but recently 
th a t the body of James Wilson, one 
of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence, 
was 
disinterred^ and 
placed in the burial ground of Christ 
church, Philadelphia, under the very 
shadow of the hall where the docu­ 
ment was signed, and now there is ac­ 
tive movement on foot to discover the 
graves of every one of the signers and J 
j\to mark thv'oi with suitable tablets. • 
"Everywhere through the eastern part 
of the country where the early history 
of the nation was made there is a 
growing tendency to discover new and 
Interesting places that were inter­ 
woven in the lives of the early patri­ 
ots. and the*latest development in this 
direction has been the efforts of Rev. 
O. S. Somerville, of Fails Church, \ a., 
to obtain means to restore the historic 
Falls church, of which he is rector. 
This old building is one of the land­ 
marks of the country, and its earl> 
history is intimately associated with 
that of Augustine Washington. George 
Washington. George Mason and other 
distinguished Americans. Rev. Somer­ 
ville. because of his official connection 
with the church, was familiar with its 
early history and realized its value as 
cue of the historic spots of the nation. 
He became active in efforts to interest 
others in preserving the building and 
made a trip to Washington where he 
presented the m atter to the trustees 
of the American Scenic and Historic 
Preservation society. 
The importance of his suggestions 
were instantly recognized and a reso­ 
lution was passed indorsing his efforts 
to obtain means to restore the build­ 
ing to its old time condition, and un­ 
doubtedly the money for this purpose 
will be forthcoming. 
Falls church is situated not far from 
Mount Vernon, about six miles from 
Washington and ten miles from Alex­ 
andria. 
It is an oblong structure of 
brick, laid up in Flemish bond, and is 
an interesting specimen of colonial 
architecture. Its two rows of windows 
were evidently designed to illuminate 
an interior gallery, but no gallery was 
built 
The walls, two or three feet 
thick, are crumbling at the top; the 
cornice is rotting and the interior is 
sadly dilapidated. This condition is a 
mortification to the rector and parish­ 
ioners. whose meager resources have 
been exhausted, and the'y are appeal­ 


ing to patriotic sentiment In the north 
to help them put their house of wor­ 
ship in creditable condition for Vir­ 
ginia’s tri-centennial year, 1907. 
Falls church—so called from the 
neighboring Little Falls of the Poto­ 
mac—was built about 1734. 
George 
Washington and George Mason were 
among 
its 
vestrymen. 
Augustine 
Washington, father of George, nom­ 
inated to the vestry its first rector, ii) 
1736. 
One hundred and fifty yards from 
the church tradition points to the site 
of a tavern where Gen. Braddock rest­ 
ed while his 
troops occupied 
the 
church and grounds on their ill fated 
march to Fort DeQuesne. 
In the revolutionary war, it is said 
the church was recruiting headquar* 
ters of Col. Charles Broadwater, one 
of 
Fairfax 
county’s 
first 
patriots. 
From here marched Capt. Henry Fair-

fax with his Fairfax volunteers to the 
Mexican war, and thither his body was 
taken back and laid to rest. 
During 
the civil war the church was in the 
pathway of the contending armies, to 
whom it became a landmark. 
It was 
used as a hospital for United States 
troops and then as a stable. The gov­ 
ernment spent $1,300 on its repair? 
after the war. In the war with Spain 
a large body of the American army 
camped near by on grounds which is 
thus associated with five American 
wars. 
When in England last summer, the 
secretary of the American Scenic and 
Historic Preservation society saw still 
standing in the village of Washington. 
in Sulgrave and in Brighton, well pre­ 
served stone buildings in which Wash­ 
ington’s ancestors were born and lived 
before America was settled by Eng­ 
lishmen. 
Yet the house in which 
George Washington was born in Vir­ 
ginia has disappeared. The scenic so­ 
ciety earnestly appeals to patriotic 
Americans not to let this old Falls 
church, so intimately associated with 
the religious side of Washington s 
character, crumble for want of a few 
thousand dollars.

We have had on this coast two suc­ 
cessful longshore races, one from New 
York to Marblehead in 1905, and one 
from Marblehead to New York last 
summer. 
These were promoted by 
one man, Thomas Fleming Daly, of 
New York, who also has the credit ot 
inaugurating long-distance racing on 
blue water for small sailing craft. 
When Mr. Day started his deep-wa­ 
ter racing idea, as a result of many 
years of deep-water cruising, the press 
of New York, with few exceptions, as­ 
sumed an attitude equivalent, in the 
language of the street, to “handing 
him a lemon.”

Mr. Bennett* was at once Impressed 
with the true sporting spirit of the 
men in the little racers, and cabled 
the Herald a few pointed remarks, 
which resulted in a great change of 
heart ^n that paper toward Mr. Day 
and his deep-water ideas. 
Now Mr. Bennett’s offer of a cup foi 
a power race to 
Bermuda is 
made 
through Mr. Day, and the Herald nat­ 
urally views the situation with enthu? 
siasm.

RETRACING OREGON TRAIL 


EZRA MEEKER GOING BACK OVER 
OLD PATH. 


Started from Puyallup, Wash., with 
Prairie Schooner and Pair af 
Oxes—Setting Up Markere 
on the Way. 


Burlington, 
la.—Slowly 
traveling 
across Iowa an oxen team, hitched to 
a canvas topped prairie schooner, is 
making its way to Indianapolis. It is 
driven by Ezra Meeker, of Puyallup, 
Wash., who at the age of 76 is retrac­ 
ing over the Oregon trail the course 
he took 54 years ago, when he went 
west from Indianapolis. 
For years it 
bas been his dream to retrace his path 
and now he is finishing the Journey. 
The long trip is made both as a mat­ 
ter of personal enjoyment and in the 
interest of history. 
At regular inter 
vals along his route Meeker has erect 
ed monuments to mark the old Oregon 
trail, so that he who comes after may 
be able to pick out without difficulty 
the trail. 
From Washington to Omaha 19 mon 
uments have been erected. 
At the 
time when the traveler made his first 
trip across the plains Omaha was not 
on the map. Council Bluffs then was 
known as Kanesville, a trading station 
and the end of civilization. 
Since leaving 
Washington 
20,000 
people have contributed to the erec­ 
tion of monuments. 
At Baker City, 
Ore., the monument was erected by 
contributions received from 800 school 
children. 
At Boise, Idaho, Meeker camped for 
several days beside the postoffice. He 
spoke to the public school children of 
his object and 1.200 contributed to 
purchase the granite monument which 
will mark the place where the old 
timers passed through what is now a 
thriving city. 
To erect a monument at the summit 
of South Pass. Mr. Meeker traveled 84 
miles from a postoffice, and 24 people 
who reside in the neighborhood were 
the only wetnesses to the event. These 
people, with Mr. Meeker, inscribed the 
stone. It stands on the irrigation sur­ 
vey near Sweetwater and is 7,540 feet 
above the sea level, probably the high­ 
est monument in the United States. 
In most of the towns and places 
where monuments have been erected 


Mr. Meeker stays to see the work 
done; but in some instances he has 
turned the matter over to a local com 
mittee appointed for that purpose. 
Mr. Meeker, accompanied 
by hif 
granddaughter, Miss Bertha Temple 
ton, left Puyallup, Wash., Jan. 29, 1906: 
and has made the trip by easy stages 
His old-fashioned prairie schooner la 
fitted up for housekeeping and in it ha 
spends his days and nights comfort­ 
ably. 
In appearance Ezra Meeker is the 
typical pioneer. He is tall and straight 
notwithstanding his 76 years and his

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hard life on the plains. His hair and 
beard are white and long, making him 
conspicuous. 
In making his 
western 
trip 
Mr. 
Meeker went up the Platte valley, 
through South pass, down Snake river 
to the Columbia, down through Ore­ 
gon to Puget sound. At the last place 
he located, probably because he had 
come to the jumping off place, but for, 
54 years he stayed there, he and his 
wife, and during that time, so he said, 
neither had been ill a day. 
In those days the traveler was only 
22 and he was accompanied by his 
young wife and their one child. He at 
once began raising hops, which has 
been his business ever since.

"Sloven In the lives of the early patrl 
ota, and thttlatest development In this 
direction has been the efforts of Rev 
O. S. Somervtlle, ot Falls Church. Va., 
to obtain means to restore the historic 
Falls church, of which he Is rector. 


This old building Is one ot the land- 


marks of the country, and Its early 
history Is Intimately associated with 
that of Augustine Washington. George 
Washington. George Mason and other 
distinguished Americans. Rev. Somer- 
ville because of his official connection 
•with the church, was familiar with Its 
early history and realized Its value as 
one ot the historic spots of the nation. 
He became active in efforts to interest 
others In preserilng the building and 
made a trip to Washington where he 
presented the matter to the trustees 
of the American Scenic and Historic 
Preservation society. 


The Importance of his suggestions 


•were instantly recognized and a reso- 
lution was passed Indorsing his efforts 
to obtain means to restore the build 
Ing to Its old time condition, and un 
doubtedly the money for this purpose 
will be forthcoming. 


Falls church is situated not tar from 


Mount Vernon. about six miles from 
Washington and ten miles from Alex 
andrta. It Is an oblong structure o 
trick, laid up In Flemish bond, and I 
an Interesting specimen of colonia 
architecture. Its two rows ot window 
•were evidently designed to lllumlnat 
an Interior gallery, but no gallery was 
built. The walls, two or three fee 
thick, are crumbling at the top; the 
cornice Is rotting and the Interior Is 
•adly dilapidated 
This condition is a 


mortification to the rector and parish- 
toners, whose meager resources have 
been exhausted, and th«r are appeal- 


Ing to patriotic sentiment In the north 
to help them put their house of wor, 
ship in credlUble condition tot Vir- 
ginia's trl-centennial year.

in Sulgrave and in Brighton, well pre- 
served stone buildings In which Wash- 
ington's ancestors were born and lived 
before America was settled by Eng- 
llshmen. Yet the house In which 
George Washington was born ra Vlr 
ginia has disappeared 
The scenic so- 


ciety earnestly appeals to patriotic 
Americans not to let this old Falls 
church so intimately associated with 
the religious side of Washington s 
character, crumble for want of a few 
thousand dollars.

The long trip I. made both a. a mat- 


ter of personal enjoyment and in the 
Interest of history. At regular Inter- 
vals along hi. route Meeker ha. erect- 
ed monuments to mark the old Oregon 
trail .o that he who comes after may 
be able to pick out without difficulty 
the trail. 
From Washington to Omaha 19 mon- 


uments have been erected. 
At the 


time when the traveler made his first 
trip across the plains Omaha wag not 
on the map. Council Bluffs then wa. 
known as Kanesvllle, a trading station 
and the end of civilization. 


Since leaving Washington 
20,000 


people have contributed to the erec- 
tion of monuments. At Baker City, 
Ore., the monument was erected by 
contributions received from 800 school 
children. 


At Boise, Idaho, Meeker camped for 


several days beside the postofllce. He 
spoke to the public school children of 
his object and 1,200 contributed to 
purchase the granite monument which 
will mark the place where the old 
timers passed through what Is now a 
thriving city. 
To erect a monument at the summit 


of South Pass, Mr. Meeker traveled 84 
miles from a postofflce. and 24 people 
who reside In the neighborhood were 
tbe only witnesses to the event. These 
people, with Mr. Meeker, inscribed the 
stone. 'It stands on the- Irrigation sur- 
vey near Sweetwater and Is 7.540 feet 
above the sea level, probably the high- 
est monument In the United States. 


In most of the towns and places 


where monuments have been erected 


Mr. Meeker «tay« to .ee th» work 
done; but In some Instances be nu 
turned tbe matter over to • local com- 
mittee appointed tor that purpose. 


Mr Meeker, accompanied by nu 


granddaughter, Ml.. Berth* Templ» 
ton, left Puyallup. Wa.h.. Jan. !», MOT, 
and ha. made tbe trip by e»»y »Uge». 
Hi. old-fashioned prairie .chooner W 
fitted up for hou«ekeeping and In It n« 
spends bl. day. and night, comfort 
ably. 


In eppearance Ezra Meeker I. the 


typical pioneer. He 1. tall and straight, 
notwithstanding hi.

HI. hair and 
beard are white and long, making him 
conspicuous. 


In making hi. western trip Mr. 


Meeker went up the Platte valley, 
through South pass, down Snake river 
to the Columbia, down through Ore- 
gon to Puget sound. At the last place 
he located, probably because he had;

64 years he stayed there, he and his 
wife, and during that time, so he said, 
neither had been 111 a day.

O. S. Somerville, of Falls Church, Va., 
to obtain means to restore tbe historic 
Falls church, of which he is rector. 


This old building Is one of the land- 


marks of the country, and Its early 
Bistorr Is intimately associated with 
that of Augustine Washington, Oeorge 
Washington, George Mason and other 
distinguished Americans. Rev. Somer- 
ville. because of bis official connection 
with the church, was familiar with its 
early history and realized its value as 
one of the historic spots of the nation. 
He became active In efforts to interest 
others In preserving the building and 
made a trip to Washington where be 
presented the matter to the trustees 
of tbe American Scenic and Historic 
Preservation society. 


The Importance of his suggestions 


were instantly recognized and a reso- 
lution was passed indorsing his efforts 
to obtain means to restore the build- 
ing to Us old time condition, and un- 
doubtedly the money for this purpose 
will be forthcoming. 


Falls church is situated not far from 


Mount Vernon. about six miles from 
Washington and ten miles from Alex- 
andria, 
It is an oblong structure of 


brick, laid up in Flemish bond, and Is 
an interesting specimen of colonial 
architecture. Its two rows of windows 
•were evidently designed to illuminate 
an interior gallery, but no gallery was 
built. The walls, two or three feet 
thick, are crumbling at the top; the 
cornice Is rotting and the interior Is 
•adly dilapidated 
This condition is a 


mortification to tbe rector and parish- 
ioners, whose meager resources have 
been exhausted, and tbeV are appeal- 


Ing to patriotic sentiment In the north 
to help them put their house of wor-i 
ship In creditable condition tot Vir- 
ginia'* trl-centennial year, 1907. 


Falls church—to called from the 


neighboring Little Falls of the Poto- 
mac—was built about 1734. Oeorge 
Washington and Oeorge Mason were 
among- its 
vestrymen. 
Augustine 


Washington, father of George, nom- 
inated to the vestry its first rector. In 
1736. 


One hundred and fifty yards from 


the church tradition points to the site 
ot a tavern where Oen. Braddock rest 
ed while his troops occupied the 
church and grounds on their ill fated 
march to Fort Dequesne. 


In the revolutionary war, It Is said 


the church was recruiting headquar- 
ters of Col. Charles Broadwater, one 
of 
Fairfax county's first patriots. 


From here marched Capt. Henry Fair- 


Old Fall* Church. 


fax with his Fairfax volunteers to the 
Mexican war. and thither bis body was, 
taken back and laid to rest. During 
the civil war the church was In the 
pathway ot the contending armies, to 
whom It became a landmark. It was 
used aa a hospital for United States 
troops and then as a stable. The gov 
ernment spent $1.300 on Its repair? 
after tbe war. In tbe war with Spain 
a large body of the American army 
camped near by on grounds which la 
thus associated with five American 
wars. 


When in England last summer, the 


secretary of the American Scenic and 
Historic Preservation society saw still 
standing In the village of Washington, 
in Sulgrave and in Brighton, well pre- 
served stone buildings In which Wash- 
ington's ancestors were born and lived 
before America was settled by Eng- 
lishmen. Yet the house In which 
George Washington was born ni Vir- 
ginia baa disappeared 
The scenic so- 


ciety earnestly appeals to patriotic 
Americans not to let this old Falls 
church, so intimately associated with 
the religious side of Washington's 
character, crumble for want of a few 
thousand dollars.

RETRACING OREGON TRAIL 


EZRA MEEKER QOINO BACK OVER 


OLD PATH, 


Started from Puy«llup, Wuh.,^wlth 


Prairie Schooner and Pair ef 


Oxen—Betting Up Marfcera 


on the Way. 
, 


Burlington, 
la.—Slowly 
traveling 


across Iowa an oxen team, hitched to 
a canvas topped prairie schooner, Is 
making It* way to Indianapolis. It Is 
driven by Ezra Meeker, of Puyallup, 
Wash., who at the age of 76 Is retrac- 
ing over the Oregon trail the course 
he took 54 years ago, when he went 
west from Indianapolis. For years It 
bas been his dream to retrace his path 
and now he Is finishing the Journey. 


The long trip Is made both as a mat- 


ter of personal enjoyment and in the 
Interest of history. At regular Inter- 
vals along bis route Meeker has erect- 
ed monuments to mark the old Oregon 
trail, so that he who comes after may 
be able to pick out without difficulty 
the trail. 


From Washington to Omaha 19 mon- 


uments have been erected. 
At the 


time when the traveler made his first 
trip across the plains Omaha was not 
on tbe map. Council Bluffs then was 
known as Kanesvllle, a trading station 
and the end of civilization. 


Since leaving Washington 20,000 


people have contributed to the erec- 
tion of monuments. At Baker City, 
Ore., tbe monument was erected by 
contributions received from 800 school 
children. 


At Do!se, Idaho, Meeker camped for 


several days beside tbe postofflce. He 
spoke to the public school children of 
his object and 1,200 contributed to 
purchase the granite monument which 
will mark the place where the old 
timers passed through what is now a 
thriving city. 


To erect a monument at the summit 


of South Pass, Mr. Meeker traveled 84 
miles from a postofOce, and 24 people 
who reside In the neighborhood were 
tbe only witnesses to the event. These 
people, with Mr. Meeker, Inscribed the 
stone. 'Jt stands on the* Irrigation sur- 
vey near Sweetwater and Is 7,540 feet 
above the sea level, probably the high- 
est monument In the United States. 


In most of the towns and places 


where monuments have been erected 


Mr. Meeker atays to see the work 
done; but in some Instance* he ha« 
turned the matter over to a local com- 
mittee appointed tor that purpose. 


Mr. Meeker, accompanied by bit 


granddaughter. Miss Berth* Temple* 
ton, left Puyallup, Wash., Jan. !«, IMt, 
and has made the trip by ea»y stages, 
His old-fashioned prairie schooner II 
fitted up for housekeeping and la It he 
spends his days and night* comfort 
ably. 


In appearance Ezra Meeker I* the • 


typical pioneer. He is tall and atralgbt, 
notwithstanding his 76 year* and hi*

hard life on tbe plains. His hair and> 
beard are white and long, making him 
conspicuous. 


In making his western trip Mr. 


Meeker went up the Platte valley, 
through South pass, down Snake river 
to the Columbia, down through Ore- 
gon to Puget sound. At the last place 
tie located, probably because he had: 
come to the jumping off place, but for, 
64 years be stayed there, he and hi* 
wife, and during that time, so he said, 
neither had been 111 a day.

Pasture Lud Opening A Bonanza, 


for Indian*. 


Washington, Jan. 21.—By the sale 


under sealed bida of the pasture lands 
of the Kiowa, Comanche and Apache 
Indian reservation in Southern Oklaho- 
ma, a greater sum has been realized 
than any sale of public lands before ever 
Drought. 


About 300,000 sealed bids, covering 


375,000 acres, were received. A bidder j 
was permitted to bid on as many quar I 
ter-sectiona of the land as he desired, 
but eaeh bidder will be awarded only 
one 
quarter-section. 
The 
average 


prices received for the land, aceording 
to figures already compiled, IB $12.19 
an acre. Thus the Indians will realize 
from the sale $4,574,000 or an average 
of about $1,200 for each Indian inter- 
ested. A surplus of 130,000 acres re 
mains yet to be sold or otherwise dis- 
posed of. 


It probably will be two or three 


weeks before a complete list of the 
successful bidders is made by the land 
office.
